Tho ship wtoch foundered off 
Spithead in 1782, and swept GOO passen­ 
gers into the other world, was called the 
Royal George; aud last, but not least, 
the* steamer that pal toil on Tuesday even­ 
ing, to carry desolation »nto thousands 
of Canadian homes and drape our land 
in mourning, boro the name of our be­ 
loved Queen, upon whose birthday the 
boat gave up tho ghost, in sight, we 
should p ’so say, of tho sister-boat, the

Louise.

Strange enough certainly to put serious 
thoughts into one’s head.” 


WEST POINT. 


W e st P o in t, N. Y., Juno 2.—This af­ 
ternoon General Howard and staff aud

In L;ma, Peru, “a patriot” had “set his 
country free” by storming the President’s 
holism with a mob and k;,lin<? tho “patriot” 
who had “set his country free” in the 
same Cantoon a day or two before. The 
plaza was covered with dead Inxiies. 
“Let us give them a Chri itiau burial,” 
said Herr Von Grelk, a Gel man coffin­ 
maker; and, the Go vol nment approving, 
ltjgave tom an order for 50J coffins, 
which took him night and day to finish. 
The mob carried out b’s coffins as fast as 
they were made, and buried tho bocces. 
Tho undertaker had his doubts as to how 
it would all end, but lie se id nothing, 
and let them tike b’s wares away. Fin­ 
ally, when lie ventured to ask who was 
to pay for them, he wished he hadn’t. 
The mob began to murmur. Ho was au 
enemy to the country—wanting pay for 
one act of humanity; aud on their toti- 
t'ug that they would see how well he fit­ 
ted into one of b’s own coffins ho grace­ 
fully w.thdrew f.’om the controversy and 
allowed his warehouse to be despoiled. 
The mob retired laughing and the coffin- 
mau shut up shop. After many months 
of weary waiting aud importunity, of 
jeers and roars whenever he mentioned 
lbs bill of $50,030 for coffins, to the Gov­ 
ernment or Legislature, b’s claim was 
allowed and ordered paid. But the day 
after another patriot had set his country 
free and refused to acknowledge the 
claims on the previous Administration. 
Tho next (day tho President, who had been 
put to death, was buried and the coffin­ 
maker lostong out se:zed the hearse 
horses by tho brid ^exclaiming, “You are 
thieves—the coffin is mine, tho coffin is 
mine!” They had to grasp and bind him, 
he was so fierce, end the mob said he had 
gono mad. A German stop of war came 
into the port of Calloa. Von Grelk 
boarded it and asked the commander to 
recover his debt, even if ho had to bom­ 
bard the tow u. But when ho told tho 
officer that it was a debt due for coffins 
he laughed, and so did his other officers. 
The old man’s eyes Hashed a moment 
and theu lie sank’ broken-hearted at his 
failure and ttos ridicule.

Shall Children Eat Between Meals? 


There comes a time in the household 
when tho head thereof must decide tho 
momentous Question as to whether the 
children shall be allowed to eat be­ 
tween meals or not. The question can 
be decided; no matter how persistent a 
child may be, this can be settled, not 
simply be laid on the table. A woman 
who has even a very superficial knowl­ 
edge of the working of the stomach 
can explain it to her child in such a 
way that it will make a strong im 
pression upon his mind. To represent 
to an imaginative child that the stom­ 
ach is like a man who when you have 
eaten your breakfast goes to work upon 
that with all his might, and who does 
not rest till ho has ground the food up, 
and given the good part to tho blood, 
so feeding each portion of the body, not 
forgetting fingers and toes even, and 
who rejects all the bad, keeping y o u 
from sickness and pain, will awaken 
intense interest in the. child’s mind 
and be a great aid to obedience. 
Put it before him, and ask him if it is 
not unkind and even cruel to give out 
another task before the first finished, 
and a little time for rest been given. 
It will help you greatly in enforcing it 
apod his mind that he must not cat 
at 
irregular 
intervals. 
A child’s 
digestive organs may be weak; he 
may need 
to eat more frequently 
than 
a 
grown 
person, 
but 
should invariably be at some stated 
time. When an early breakfast has 
been eaten and children have a long 
walk to school they may be allowed to 
have a simple lunch to eat at the recess, 
which usually occurs long enough be­ 
fore the dinner hour to give time for di­ 
gestion. A piece of bread and butter 
and an apple, or a little basket of 
berries, or one or two figs and some 
fresh crisp crackers make a wholesome 
lunch. It will be eaten with great 
relish if the children do not know just 
what is in the little basket aud hidden 
by the neat napkin, and they will open 
it with a feeling of pleased wonder as 
to what mamma has given them to da1 
While calling on a lady once, her littl 
daughter of eight or nine years old, an 
extremely unhealthy looking child, with 
the dull eyes and muddy complexion 
that tell so plainly of indigestion, came 
into the room and whispered to her 
mother that she was hungry. “ Go 
right to the cake jar, love, .and hell 
yourself.” As she turned away, am

•aid: “ She is such a delicate child—is 
never well in fact—that I can refuse her 
nothing.”

Washing Flannels. 


Before us are more than a dozen let­ 
ters requesting directions for washing 
flannels and blankets. We have sev­ 
eral times answered similar questions, 
but almost all the duties of housekeep­ 
ing are kept clearly before the mind of 
young people more readily by the 
“ line upon line and precept upon pre­ 
cept” mode of teaching. 
Therefore, 
at the risk of repeating what we have 
said before, we proceed to give some 
simple rules for this part of tho wash­ 
ing. 
In the first place, blankets do not 
need washing often. 
They are used 
between the upper sheet and the bed­ 
spread, and if properly handled need 
not be soiled for a long time. 
Occa­ 
sionally blankets should be pinned 
evenly on the clothes-line to be well 
aired ami freshened. 
Always chose a 
bright, fair day for this work in a 
clean, grassy yard, so that no dust will 
lodge on them. A tolerably windy day 
is desirable, for it will whip out the 
dust and lint that may have settled in 
them through constant use. 
When blankets really need washing, 
the first step is to see that there is 
I den tv of boiling water on hand. Se- 
ect two of the largest tubs, and fill 
one half full of boiling water, leaving 
plenty more boiling, for rinsing. Dis­ 
solve and pour into the first tub two 
tablespoonfuls of powdered borax and 
sufficient soap to make a good lather, 
but on no account rub soap on to the 
blankets, or leave the smallest bit float­ 
ing on the water to settle on them. 
Put iuto the tub but one blanket at a 
time. Shake it up and down, turn it 
over in the suds with the cloth-stick, 
press it under tho water, and then 
leave it to soak until the water is cool 
enough to put the hands in. Then ex­ 
amine every part, gently squeezing the 
suds through. Never use a wash-board 
or wringer in washing blankets or flan­ 
nels. Rubbing 
makes them 
hard, 
“ fulls ” them up, by matting together 
the fleecy surface. 
When tho water has cooled to a de­ 
gree that the hands may be used with 
comfort, get ready the rinsing tub; fill 
it half full of boiling water; stir in as 
much bluing as will givo tho water a 
clear blue color. The first suds should 
be so strong that the blankets, after be­ 
ing wrung out, will retain sufficient 
soap for the rinsing water, which, with 
woolens, always requires a little soap. 
Having the rinsing water prepared, 
wring out the blanket from tho first 
suds. Bed-blankcts require two per­ 
sons to wring them. Wnen wrung out 
as dry as two can do it, each person 
should take firm hold of opposite ends 
and snap the blanket well and quickly. 
Then put them into the rinsing water, 
and both take hold and shako it up jmd 
down till tho wator has freely flowed 
Wring it out as 
dry as possible. Snap again vlgorous-

e t Carry to tho clothes-line and hang 
it smoothly and evenly, so that the four 
comers can be pulled out so perfectly 
true that they match each other; pin on 
strong. A tolerably windy day is tho 
best for washing woolens, aud they must 
never bo washed on a dull, foggy or 
stormy day. 
About every half hour, or when the 
next blanket is taken to the Ii ac, uupiu 
the first, anti now spread it on width- 
wise. pull tho selvages together in a 
straight line, perfectly even, and poll 
downward from the line, to prevent its 
shrinking or cockling. A good wind 
snaps out the water, makes the blanket 
soft and flooey, and gives It little chanco 
to shrink. When the blanket Is perfect­ 
ly dry fold very evenly; lay it across a 
long table when folding, and pull even­ 
ly, but never press or iron a blanket. 
Flannels of all kinds should be washed 
just like blankets, only they must be 
brought from the line when quite damp, 
nulled out and folded evenly. By foul­ 
ing flannels somewhat damp, if there is 
any spot a little fulled or cockled, when 
damp it can bo pulled out. Roll each 
article up tightly for a little while, until 
tho whole is dampened sftiko; then 
press evenly till perfectly dry. Don’t 
iron as you do cotton or linen, but press, 
pulling the garment taut from the iron 
as you press. Washed in this way, 
woolens will remain soft and fleecy os 
long as they last 
There are many theories on the sub­ 
ject of washing woolens. Some advise 
washing in cold water; some soaking 
all night in cold water. For the pur­ 
pose of experimenting, we havo tried 
many ways on old flannel, but have the 
best results from the rules here given. 
Professor Youmans says: “ Woolen 
fabrics, by compression and friction, 
will mat and lock together; but cotton 
and linen fibers, having no such asport 
ties of surface, are incapable of close 
mechanical adherence. 
The letting, 
fulling am t shrinking of woolen are 
caused by the binding together of the 
ultimate filaments. This shows the Im­ 
policy of excessive rubbing in washing 
woolen fabrics, or of changing them 
from hot to cold water, as the contrac­ 
tion it causes is essentially a fulling 
recess. The best experience seems to 
ndicato that woolens should never be 
pat into cold water, but always into 
warm, and if chanced from water to 
water, they should always go from hot 
to hotter, in cleansing delaines for 
printing, they are placed first in water 
at one hundred degrees or one hundred 
and twenty degrees, and then they arc 
treated eight or ten times with water 
ten degrees hotter in each change.” By 
that process they never shrink.—Mrs. 
Henry

Practical Hints for the Toilet* 


I think it os much a duty to make tho 
most of what beauty we possess, ward­ 
ing off the ravages of time, and keep­ 
ing up the little details of the toilet, 
as are the every-day duties of a thrifty 
housewife. 
A simple cosmetic which has tho ad­ 
vantage of boing perfectly harmless is 
simple tincture of benzoin. One can 
got Avo cents’ worth of gum benzoin, boil 
it in an ounce of alcohol until it forms 
a rich tincture, but the better way is 
to got it already prepared at a drug 
store always asking for simple tinct­ 
ure, as the compound Is unfit for the 
purpose. Ten cents* worth will last a 
long time. Havo a small bottle or glass 
of any kind that is convenient to be 
kept on your toilet table, put a few 
spoonfuls of water in it, and put enough 
of tho tincture in to give it a ricn, 
milky appearance, apply two or three 
times a day to the face with a small 
sponge or cloth, allowing it to dry on 
the face. It is said to remove tan, and 
certainly gives a decided brilliancy to 
tho complexion. A celebrated beauty, 
who has 
succeeded in keeping off 
wrinkles and preserving her beauty 
past tho prime of life, claims that tho 
smoothness of her face is owing to the 
use of pure olive oil. Sho says before 
retiring sho would apply the oil to her 
face, rubbing it in thoroughly, pressing 
the skin back toward tho temples, and 
she also advises its use after the bath, 
rubbing It freely on the joints, and with 
as muon friction as possible. I think 
its use might in a great measure pre­ 
vent that stiffness which always seems 
a characteristic of old age. An old 
cloth should be laid on the pillow to 
prevent Its being soiled by contact with 
lliu face. 
Anet in the m orning tho face 
should bo thoroughly washed 
and 
rubbed briskly with a coarse towel. I do 
not adviso tho use of soap oftener than 
twico a week, and always avoid gom 
out immediately after washing, as tho 
face Is then more susceptible to the cf 
facts of the 
weather. Or, if you 
must go, apply the glycerine and a little 
oatmeal or rice powder—two things 
that should be on every toilet table. A 
bandoline which is cheap, simple and 
more effective than the so-called articlo 
offered for sale, is aulnce soed macer­ 
ated, soaked in a little water until it at­ 
tains the thickness of sirup. It will not 
iu the least injure the hair. Now a 
word or two to the tired, worn sisters 
and I am done. Try the hot bath twice 
a week, using tho oil afterward, and 
you will find the little aches of joints 
and limbs greatly relieved; if possible, 
try the salt water bath daily. Then in 
the morning rise ten minutes earlier, lf 
you cannot otherwise spare the time, 
and give a little more attention to your 
toilet; you will feel all the better for it 
afterward, physically and mentally. Do 
your hair becomingly, and don’t think 
just “ because John is the only ono you 
will see at breakfast that it is not nec­ 
essary to put on a collar.” Yours used 
to he tho most attractive face in the 
world to him; why should It not be so 
still? Put on the collar or baste a little 
white lace or ruffle in the neck, add a 
knot of pretty ribbon, or if in summer, 
a leal and flower; ’twill not take more 
than two or three minutes, and you 
don’t know how much it will add to 
your comfort and general appearance. 
Have a clean white apron ready, and 
after your breakfast is prepared (lf you 
are your own houseman!) lay aside 
your kitchen apron, don the white one, 
and if you meet your husband with one 
of the bright smiles you used to give 
him, he will not be tho man I take nim 
for lf he does not respond with a kiss

For some time past a number of en- 
j terprising sharpers in New York, have 
been working a modification of what is 
1 known as tho “boodle racket,1* and 
with great success among greenhorns in 
: Illinois. Missouri, Iowa aud the West 
j generally. The old game had become 
so thoroughly exposed that it was 
thought the swindlers had given up the 
game. It appears now, however, from 
investigations made by the Sccret-Serv- 
ice officers, that the greenhorns are be­ 
ing fleeced liberally. The only now de­ 
vice is the rather bold plan of insisting 
on meeting tho customer face to face in 
New York. The swindle is now oper­ 
ated only for large amounts. The vic­ 
tim is first selected by a responsible 
agent, who posts him on the address of 
his confederate in New York. When 
tho greenhorn writes a letter of inquiry 
he receives a reply in the form of the 
following, which was received by 
would-be “ shover of the queer11 a short 
time ago: 
“ N e w Y o r k C i t y . 
“ M y D e a r Sib—Yours received, 
have the goods you want They are far 
better than any of its kind ever before 
circulated, and in workmanship and 
appearance entirely equal to tho real. 
These bills are printed from skeleton 
plates, a new invention. By means of 
these plates exact duplicates of the orig­ 
inals are obtained. There is no danger 
in handling these bills, if in prudent 
hands. Tnereforc, I am very careful 
with whom I deal. My desire is to 
have these bills exchanged far away 
from where they arc made. 
I offer 
them to those only who are recom­ 
mended to me by my customers. I can 
soli all I make, in this city, but money 
exchanged here goes too often into 
banks, and through tho hands of ox 
pcrts. In this way a hundred-dollar 
note was detected. These bills I offer 
arc ones, twos, lives, tens and twenties, 
regular greenbacks. They have never 
been detected yet, although a great 
many ara in simulation. 
If you aru 
willing to go into the exchange business. 
I shall be pleased to meet you at any 
time you can come on here, as I only 
deal face to face witii all my customers. 
In fact it is absolutely necessary for 
me to bo acquainted personally with 
every one I deal. 
It establishes the 
required confidence between us. 
I 
seU my goods at wholesale only, and 
want but one man in a county to 
whom I sell. 
Most all my customers 
take tlie agency for ono county, which 
I give them if they buy $5,000 in my 
If thev buy $10,000, 
cir coun­ 
ties to operate in providing they are 
not taken. If a person takes the 
agency for a county no one else in that 
county can have my goods. The lowest 
amount I sell under any circumstances 
is $1,000, price $100 cash; of course, it 
would hardly pay auy one to corno a 
long distance for such a small amount. 
For traveling expenses I allow $500 iii 
my goods on $5,000, $1,000 on $10,000, 
and $100 on $1,000. 
For instance, you 
pay $300 you get $5,500 for it in my 
goods. If you chose to deal let me 
know at once, and I will writo to no 
one else in your county. Besides I 
will send you the necessary instruc­ 
tions you need. Without them you 
cannot find me, and also the name of 
a food hotel if you wish it. 
Do not 
call at my address, as I only get my 
mail there through a friend who knows 
nothing about my business.

send any postal cards, and destroy all 
my letters, as I do yours.

persuade you to go to some other, or 
they may even tell you that the party 
you have come to sec has sent them 
there to meet you, and to take you to 
some other hotel besides the one you 
are going to. Of course, if you go with 
them they will take you to sojno place 
and try and got your money. So look 
out, have notning to do with any one, 
and recollect this: That any person whom 
you meet at the depot, ferry-boat, or in 
the streets In this city, that professes he 
knows our business, or says he was sent 
to meet you, is the very person you 
don't want to have anything to do with, 
as I will send no one to moot you at 
the depot, on the boat, or in tho streets, 
but only in your room at the hotel, and 
you will know me then when I mention 
tho number to you, before I mention 
the nature of our business. Recollect, 
say nothing 
whatever

The recipient of these communica­ 
tions wont to New York, where, after 
somo formalities, ho met tho swindler. 
He was taken to a furnished room, 
where ho was shown $2,000 in bills. On 
examination the dupe could perceive no 
indications of their being counterfeit, 
and it was not to be wondered at, for 
they were all genuine. He hastily 
planted down $2%, and tho money was 
laced in a cigar-box before his eyes. A 
oy was sent out for a sachet in which 
die box was placed. In company with 
uhe dealer he went to tho express office, 
where lie saw tho valise shipped to his 
lomc. When he himself nail nearly 
arrived at tho place he joyfully tele- 
ajraphcd to his partner that he “ had 
got them,11 and when tho train arrived 
at the depot tho two went into a seclud­ 
ed spot where tho valise was unlocked 
and the precious cigar-box opened. Of 
course it was the old game. For $200 
and the expenses of the trip the green­ 
horn had secured a small package of 
clean sawdust. Exactly how the trans­ 
fer was made he could not tell, but he 
none the less duly informed the Sccret- 
Scrvice agents that he had been awin 
died. But 
little 
sympathy can bo 
shown to such victims who wero swin­ 
dled in an attempt to swindle; and in 
addition to this the only way of punish­ 
ing these frauds Is a prosecution for a 
violation of tho postal laws. 
This face-to-face modification of the 
“ boodle game'1 has been played very 
extensively of late, and the sharpers 
have reaped an abundant harvest with­ 
in tho past six months. There are sev­ 
eral modifications in the circulars, but 
all are cleverly worded. Ono man ad­ 
vertises that ne wouldn't for tile world 
sell any counterfeit money. Ho has, 
however, somo samples of the “ Green­ 
back" and “ Canadian" cigars which 
he will dispose of face to face for a con­ 
sideration. Another advertises cigars 
outright, but tacks on a clipping from 
a newspajier in which nu account is 
given of the capture of counterfeit 
notes on tho person of a cigar dealer. 
There seems to In) a nest of these 
swindlers who havo revived tho old 
game with a cunning aud address 
which has succeeded in swindling sev­ 
eral old heads who had already been 
taken in. The chief worker seems to 
be this Captain Fisher, whose favorite 
fields arc the Astor Uonan and tho 
Vanderbilt Hotel in New York.
